Section I in the present consti- 
tution reads; Each student organi- 
zation of the College. whether of 
an honorary, service, or interest 
nature, must receive a yearly 
charter from the Executive 
Board to be recognized as a 
campus activity. 


Section Ia. “An organizations 
charter will be gran when its 
constitution and by-laws are ap- 
proved by the Executive Board. 

Section 2. . Each student or- 
ganization shall be represented gn 
the Inter-Club - Council by 
president or other elected official 
of said organization which will 
work for the betterment of the 
aa Students and the Col- 
ege 

Section 2a. The Inter-Club 
Council will be responsible for the 
adoption and enforcement of a 
Club Activity Code, sta a eet 
form policy for memb i 


quirements and responsibiliti ad 


Section 2b. An Organization 
charter may be revoked by the 
Executive Board if the organiza- 
tion fails to abide with the Activ- 
ity Code. 

Proposed changes read as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. All campus organi- 
zations shall be under the juris- 
diction of an Inter-Club Council, 
which shall consist of representa- 
aya of-each chartered organiza- 
ion 

Section 2. Each student or- 
ganization of the college, whether 
of an honorary, or service, or in- 
terest nature, may receive a 
charter as a _ recognized campus 
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activity, upon recommendation 
from Inter-Club Council and ap- 
proval of the Executive Board. 

Section 8. An organization 
charter may be revoked by the 
Executive Board, upon recommen- 
dation from the Inter-Club Coun- 
cil, if the organization fails to 
abide with the minimum stan 
of the Inter-Club Council.
